NEW YORK, N. Y. f June 24.— Grey T ag 
had no Exterminator to race with in the 
mile of the Queens County Handicap at 
Aqueduct today and he captured that fixture, 
which was wortli $6,47*0 to the llancocas 
Stable. This was one of the features, the 
other being- the Great American, in which 
Harry Payne Whitney s Goshawk beat Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer's Conference in a gamely run 
race. It was a re d holiday crowd that jour- 
neyed to the course of the Queens County 
Jockey Club to see real holiday racing. The 
stands and lawns were crowded to capacity J 
and the brand of sport offered was worthy of 
the big gathering. 

When Eugene Wayland decided that 13.‘ 
pounds was a bit too much to ask old Ex- 
terminator to carry in the Queens County 
against only 127 on Grey I.ag, the cold that 
gave him such stiff argument in the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, much of the interest in the 
race was gone, but it brought about a good 
contest. 

The Westmont Stable’s Sennings Park, tlv 
Quincy Stable’s Captain Alcock, winner cf the 
Suburban, and the added starters. H. L. 
Jenkins’ Polly Ann ar.d Gifford A. Cochran’s 
June Grass, were the ones to oppose the 
Rar.coeas star. From a good start Hang 
rushed Polly Ann out Into the lend and 
Fator had Grey I.ag under a nice steadying 
restraint, lapped on Sennings Park and 
Captain Alcock, while June Grass quickly 
dropped out of the contention and was a 
distant follower practically all the way. 

POLLY AW SETS FAST PACE. 

When Lang sent Polly Ann along at a 
sprinting clip Sennings Park was the one of 
the others to go after her. but lie was lengths 
away, and stiil Fator was biding his time 
with Grey Lag and it was evident that the 
son of Star Shoot had plenty in reserve. 

Swinging for home Polly Ann saved 
ground, but she was beginning to show the 
effects of her early speed and before the 
eighth post was reached Lang had gone to 
the whip. Sennings Park was hanging on j 
gamely, and outside cf him Grey Lag was I 
beginning his run, with Captain Alcock fol- j 
lowing him closely. 

Through the final eighth Grey Lag came j 
on and at the end he was winner by a length I 
and a half. Sennings Park beat Captain j 
Alcock three lengths for second place and 
the tired Polly Ann was a full ten lengths ! 
before June Grass. 

Goshawk, the black son of Whisk Broom I 
II. and Dovelet, from the stable of II. P. j 
Whitney, made good adequately in the Great j 
American Stakes when he, in a gamely 
fought finish, triumphed over Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Sunference, with John E. Madden’s 
Bud Lerner a close third. The race was 
worth $7,600 to the winner. 

GENERAL THATCHER RUNS AWAY. 

There was considerable delay at the post, 
for which General Thatcher, from the Ne- 
vada Stock Farm Stable, -was chiefly to 
blame. Finally, in one of his wild lunges, he 
fell with Fairbrothcr, and when he regained 
his feet he ran off the distance. 

Red coat Murray was galloping down the 
stretch with his pony at the time and he 
made a sensational stop of the runaway that 
brought hearty rounds of applause. After 
the runaway was taken back to the post he , 
was banished to the outside and when the 
start came Fairbrother just galloped him 
after the field. 

It was a good start and Johnson was alert 
with Sunference, sending him away nicely 
in motion Pennon and Canaque were in 
close attendance, while Goshawk, after start- 
ing well, met with some interference and was 
crowded back badly. Spot Cash, the other 
Whitney starter, was racing next to the in- 
side rail, but none too well himself. There 
was considerable bumping and crowding go- 
ing to the elbow of the course and not a few 
of the thirteen that raced met with interfer- 
ence. Martingale was one that had a de- 
cidedly rough journey and he was never able 
to reach a contending position. It was 
through the final eighth that Goshawk finally 
fought his way up to contention and, catch- 
ing Sunference in the final sixteenth, he was

WHISEAWAY 

I ATOXIA, Ky., June !v- 'Vhiskaway is King. His diadem was attained today over] 
the Latonia track in kingly style, before a multitude of over 50,090 that viewed the running 
of the mile and a quarter Kentucky Special, which brought to the post a quintet of racing j 
stars— the cream of the three-year-old division, including the heretofore champion, Morvich. 
The latter’s dethronement was complete and was foreshadowed before the horses had j 
traversed one mile of the trip. The finish found him failing and having raced in disappoint- 
ing fashion, although at the outset he flattered the hopes of the thousands who had placed J 
faith in him. 

Unlike Whirl* a way’s former triumph over Morvich, there will be no excuses to dim 
the lusicr of his successful feat this afternoon. He carried equal weights with Morvich, 
raced closely in his rear during the tirst three-quarters, responded gamely to Penman s 
call to displace the Block champion from the lead and. later, fought out the finish stub- 
bornly with the menacing Thibodaux. The latter, neglected in a betting way, furnished 
the oustanding surprise of the race. This slightly-regarded one raced like a crack of the 
first magnitude. He never allowed Morvich and Whiskaway to get far away and moved up 
with a challenge in the stretch which for a while threatened to be successful. Whiskaway, 
however, in the last sixteenth roused up mightily to his task and withstood Thibodaux to 
ultimately cross the finish nearly a length in front. Morvich was eight or ten lengths 
off ami three lengths before Pillory, which was a dozen lengths in advance of Deadlock. 

There was no time wasted at the post. Whiskaway. from an inner position, began in 
advance, closely attended by Morvich and Thibodaux. Deadlock followed and Pillory got 
away tardily and was a bad last. There was some bumping. Morvich was caught in a vise, 
but he bumped his way clear and instantly shot into a two-lengths lead, Whiskaway being his 
closest attendant with Thibodaux next and Pillory and Deadlock following. The first three- 
quarters found no material change in the running, excepting that Morvich seemed to shorten 
his stride and instantly the cry of “Morvich is beaten!’’ became a shout of thousands and 
swelled when Whiskaway, under Penman’s application of the whip, displaced Morvich and 
took full command just before reaching the last turn. The shout of jubilation of the Harry 
Payne Whitney following was for a time vociferous w’hen he mowed down Morvich, but 
became stilled as Whiskaway rounded into the stretch with the menacing Thibodaux closely 
pursuing and holding to His task in such resolute style that an eighth from the finish 
Penman began riding in desperation. Still Thibodaux kept coming and, in the last sixteenth, 
the humble and lowly cue in the race became a mighty force. He held on gamely and it 
took Whiska way’s and Penman’s best to hold the margin which he had at the finish. 

Morvich was completely out of the picture, as a contender, when reaching the stretch. 
Either he is not a mile and a quarter horse, or his trainer had indulged him too much. He 
retired thoroughly beaten in the last quarter. Pillory found the pace too fast throughout and 
Deadlock never got out of last place. 

The tumult when the pair of leaders were fighting out the result was deafening, and it 
continued long after the horses had been returned to the scales to unsaddle and even while 
Governor Morrow of Kentucky, on behalf of the Kentucky Jockey Club, presented James 
Rowe with the gold cup that went with the $42,550 net to the victor. 

Owner Block took the defeat of Morvich in sportsmanlike style. “My colt was beaten,” 
said he, “by a great horse and I sincerely congratulate owner Whitney and trainer Rowe 
on their success.” 

Trainer Burlew. before the race, said: “This race will decide whether Morvich is a mile 
and a quarter horse. There is a possibility of my having indulged him too much and not 
given him enough work, but I don’t think so.” There is a feeling that Morvich would have 
shown better if he had beui given a few more stiff trials, instead of ihe short sprinting 
he was allowed. 

Morvich was an overwhelming favorite for today’s race. His defeat by Whiskaway in

NLW AORK, N. Y., June 24. — When Sitn- 
ference, by Sun Briar, out of Conference, by 
Rock Sand, bred at the Binghamton Stud of 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer, won the Hudson 
Stakes at Aqueduct recently it was prophe- 
sied that New York would in the near future 
furnish winners of the great races of the 
American turf. 

’I’he fact that Ruthless, winner of the first 
Belmont Stakes in 1867, and her sire, Ameri- 
can Eclipse, were both bred within twenty- 
five miles of New York city hall and that 
Orange County, only fifty miles away, was 
the cradle of the American trotter, is a 
guarantee that conditions in the Empire 
State are favorable to the development of 
the highest light horse types, the chief of 
which are the thoroughbred and standard- 
bred. 

At present this state boasts of four large 
breeding establishments, representing an in- 
vestment of more than $2,500,000, figuring 
values of lands comprised in the various 
studs as well as the stallions and mares. 
Two of these — the Eastview Stud of James 
Butler and the Ilunnymede Stud of Gifford 
A. Cochran at Mt. Kisco — are at the very 
threshold of the metropolis. The Hurricana 
Stud of John Sanford is at Amsterdam, while 
the Kilmer place is within the confines of 
Binghamton. In the Genesee Valley are 
minor establishments as well as the com- 
bined breeding station of the Breeding Bu- 
reau of the Jockey Club and the Federal 
Remount Service. Farmers in every county 
in the state have thoroughbred dams also, 
and the ambition cf all is to win the Belmont 
and other great fixtures of the turf. 

Trotters capable of holding their own on 
the Grand Circuit are coming from the Dick- 
erman, Delafield and oilier studs in West- 
chester and Orange Counties, keeping alive 
tiie blood and traditions associated with 
Rysdyk’s llanibletonian. 

BELMONT GREAT ATTRACTION. 

No racing event in the United States has 
aroused more general interest in the turf and 
the thoroughbred breeding industry than the 
$50,000 Belmont Stakes, recently won by 
Richard T. Wilson’s Pillory. Other races 
have equaled the Belmont in point of value, 
but in the matter of tradition and general 
benefit to the thoroughbred the fine old stake 
race founded by the American Jockey Club 
in 1867 and kept alive by the Westchester 
Racing Association is unapproached. 

The character and standing of those who 
sponsored it gave the Belmont, which was 
named after Hon. August Belmont, the first 
president of the American Jockey Club, an 
exalted position among the turf fixtures of 
the period. Its conditions were equitable and 
it extended an invitation to sportsmen in 
every part of the United States and Canada 
to send their three-year-olds to take part in 
this conclusive test. 

The race was framed at a period when the 
thoroughbred needed friends. The South was 
impoverished at the close of the war find 
breeders of that region, where most of the 
best blood was held, were desperate. The 
American Jockey Club gave their thorough- 
breds a definite and permanent value when 
it established a series of races, the conti- 
nuity of which has never been broken. The 
Belmont was the chief of these fixtures and 
its importance to the breeding industry has 
long been understood. With the passage 
of the years its value has been increased. 
The Westchester management, in the belief 
that the United States was entitled to a 
great race for three-year-olds comparable 
with the Epsom Derby and the Grand Prix 
de Paris, increased the value of the Belmont 
of 1922 to $50,000. Their superb and com- 
modious course at Belmont Park was a fit- 
ting testing ground for such a race. 

ATTENDANCE OF 30,000 PERSONS. 

The presence of 30,000 persons at the re- 
cent running of the Belmont and the at- 
tention paid to it by the press of the country 
shows how* accurately the trend of public 
opinion was gauged. The influence of such 
a great turf feature, which has an economic 
angle which cannot be ignored, is well illus-
